Statement of service for which the Certificaie.s have 
been awarded 

On 19-6.1984, the Superintendent of Ceiiiral Ex 
CISC, Customs House, Pondicherry receivctl reliable 
information about the possible landing of contra¬ 
band goods of considerable value at any place iiortli 
of Pondicheny. On receiving an urgent rail from 
till.' .Vssistant Collector of Customs, Cuddalore and 


Supdt., Customs House, Pondicherry, late Shri Bhas- 
karan ami 8hn M. S. Joseph Packiarajan, Jnspertois 
li'^ing no ilm<' rushed to the southern coastal area 
of Mahabali Pumam and undertook iutensive pat¬ 
rol lioiu Markanam visiting each tisliing Kup- 

pam, tapping source 3 and finally took position at 
PalayatiacLukuppain and thwarted attempts o', ‘ijaug- 
gfirs to land the contraband. 

Late Shri Bhaskaian tlien mooted the ide.i ol 
.seeking the assistance of Coast Guard Organisation 
lo strike the contiaband launch. Accordingly, on 
kOth June, 1984 the Coast Guard .Ship Rani Gindaii 
sailed to intercept the two boats suspected of carry¬ 
ing contrabands. At 14.00 houts, the boali with 
(untialxind were sighted. On seeking Ute coast 
guard ship approaching, the boats tried to escape 
inir. shallow waters. ,\s the .ship could not gh e a 
chj'e in the .shallow walcis, the ship’s Ixiat was 
lowered into the water and Shii Eha.sknrun aion.g- 
with. the 3 coast guard officers boarded one of the 
boais which had been abandoned. Gr seeing the 
coast guard btrat approaching, the Mcond ht'al with 
contraband and crew of both the boats tried to es¬ 
cape. The abandoned boat was inspected by the 
boarding party and thereafter proceeded at maxi¬ 
mum speed to intercept the escaping boat. But un¬ 
fortunately, the coa,t guard boat capsized as a result 
of heavy swell. 'Die hoarding personnel tried lo swihi 
iim.U'il.s I he shore. The accident brought in 
its wake the death of Shii Bhaskaran, Inspector due 
to head injury and L|S J. V, .Singh of the Coast 
Guard Organisation due tc drowning. The body of 
Shri Bhaskaran, Inspector was washed ashore wHiile 
that of L|s J. V. Singh was later picked up. The 
other 2 coast guard Officers were given first aid and 
later hospitalised for further treatment. Contraband 
goods consisting of /ip fasteners valued at 
Rs. 15,60,9001- und VCRs valued at Rs. 7,35,000|- 
together with the 2 tainted launches valued at 
Rs. 1,00,000|- v/ere then taken into custody for action 
under Customs Act, 1962, Three Sri Lankas nationals 
found in one of the launches were arrested and re¬ 
manded to judicial custody. 

Thus the above-mentioned officials had displayed 
exemplary courage, determination and devotion to 
duty at the grave risk to their lives.
